Trial of a New Cannon, 

A uew breecfi-loading cannon, the invention 
of Mr. 8. Payne of this city, was tested yoe- 
ter day on the beach near the North Pier, Tue 
principle of the invention is exceedingly sim- 
ple, although its success, or the success of any 
breech-loading cannon, is problematical. 

The peculiar feature of Mr. Payne's inven- 
tion is a movable breech-pin, chambered, and 
fitted with a nipph below; this pin closes the 
bore, working in a silat in the breech, and held 
in place by a screw working through the 
breech, in the direction of the long diameter 
of the gun; this screw is a holiow tube, of the 
same bore as the piece, and the cartridge is 
shoved through it into the gun, the breech pin 
removed meanwirile and replaced after the 
cartridge, one or two turns of the screw mak- 
ing all tight and snug.
